The  Second  Coming  of  W9YT:  By  Fred  Laun,  HK3NBB/K3ZO. . .For  those  of  us  who  had  come 
from  all  over  the  state  to  attend  the  U.W. ,  the  Army  equipment  we  got  permission  to  use 
was  like  a  dream  station.  At  that  time  it  was  rather  rare  to  hear  a  kilowatt  on  the 
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air.  You  could  either  brew  your  own  or  buy 
a_ Collins  KW-1  or  a  Viking  KW,  spending 
kilobucks  in  the  days  when  a  kilobuck  was 
a  kilobuck.  We  had  a  BC-610  which  could 
run  about  700  watt. a  input,  quite  a  lot  of 
soup.  Plus  2  Collins  R-308— URR  receivers. 
Amateur  RTTY,  etc.  W92QA  drew  the  lot  to 
make  the  first  contact  from  W9IT  in  Aug¬ 
ust,  1957,  and  made  the  first  trembling  CQ 
to  be  answered  by  W9TPS,  who  lived  almost 
across  the  street,  on  20  c.w. 

The  first  log  of  W9YT  was  somehow  lost 
along  the  way,  but  it  is  my  understanding 
that  every  log  from  the  second  onward  is 
still  available  for  current  members  to 
peruse. 

It  would  indeed  have  been  a  shame  had  the 
PCC  eliminated  club  station  licenses. 

With  the  old  logs  in  hand,  a  current  mem¬ 
ber  can  get  the  feeling  that  he  is  part 
of  a  tradition,  forming  part  of  a  chain 
between  past  and  future  members.  For  exam¬ 
ple,  in  the  W9YT  log  will  be  found  a  con¬ 
tact  with  JT1AA,  the  first  station  ever  on 
the  air  from  Mongolia, 

This  was  a  contact  made  by  yours  truly  as 
a  direct  result  of  a  challenge  from  W9LPL 
to  all  the  members.  The  first  operator  to 
work  JTLAA  from  W9YT  would  be  awarded  a 
free  beer  from  one  of  the  campus  sudseries. 

It  is  still  a  thrill  for  me  every  time  I 
hear  W9YT  on  the  air,  as  it  immediately 
triggers  memories  of  some  of  the  most 
pleasant  experiences  of  my  life.  Some  pret¬ 
ty  well-known  ops  came  out  of  W9YT:  There 
was  K9ELT  from  Madison,  now  N6ZZ,  who  has 
operated  all  over  the  Caribbean,  and  put 
HH9DL  on  the  air  when  HH  was  still  very, 
very  rare.  There  was  K9ZMS  from  Sun  Prai¬ 
rie,  now  N6NA,  who  has  operated  from 
Clipper  ton.  W9VZL  from  Milwaukee  is  now 
NUXX,  CQ 1  s  Washington  columnist. 


Yes,  indeed,  any  operator  at  W9YT  to¬ 
day  is  part  of  a  long  and  proud  tra¬ 
dition

Here  are  the  details  of  the  no-code  NPRM: 
P.R.,, Docket  83-28  contains  two  options. 

The;  first  would  delete  the  telegraphy  re¬ 
quirement  from  the  current  Technician 
Class  examination.  The  new  license  would 
permit  those  passing  Element  Two  of  the 
Commission’s  structured  "Amateur  Radio  Li¬ 
cense  Examinations"  the  same  privileges 
now  enjoyed  by  Amateurs  passing  a  5  wpm 
telegraphy  exam  except  for  A-l  operation 
on  the  Novice  cw  bands. 

Technician  licensees  who  have  already 
passed  a  code  test  would  not  lose  those 
privileges*  and  new,  "no-code"  Techs 
could  obtain  the  additional  bands  by 
proving  their  code  proficiency  to  another 
Ham;  no  documentation  of  this  latter 
ability  would  be  needed  to  be  provided  to 
the  Commission.  Permitted  operation  would 
be  on  all  bands  above  50  MHz  and  would 
include  all  modes  currently  allowed  the 
Technician  Class . 

The  second  option  is  called  the  "Exper¬ 
imenter  Class"  and  is  designed  to  permit 
various  forms  of  digital  communications  on 
all  bands  above  lUU  MHz.  (The  ECC  did  re¬ 
serve  the  right  to  permit  this  class  to 
operate  as  low  as  50  MHz.) 

The  Commission  has  proposed  adding  a  new 
"Element  5"  to  the  testing  schedule  as  a 
written  examination  for  this  class  and  has 
requested  input  from  the  Amateur  communi¬ 
ty  as  to  the  difficulty  level  to  be  appli¬ 
ed  to  such  an  examination  element.  Neither 
proposed  option  would  permit  a  no-code 
licensee  any  operating  privileges  below  30 
MHz  in  accordance  with  international 
treaty  (except  after  the  proof -of -perfor¬ 
mance  requirement  mentioned  above.) 

(Editors’  Note;  ECC  asks  for  HOW  to  go 
about  the  no-code  license,  NOT  if  we  want 
one  or  not.  It’s  here.  Make  your  comments

Key  Points  of  the  volunteer  examination 
program;  If  P.R.  Docket  83-27  is  adopted 
as  written,  three  person  teams  would  be 
used  to  administer  examinations  for  the 
Technician,  General,  Advanced  and  Extra 
Class  licenses.  Teams  for  all  classes 
other  than  Extra  would  be  composed  of  at 
least  one  Extra  Class  license  holder  as 


the  team  leader  plus  two  members  holding 
either  an  Extra  or  Advanced.  For  Extra 
Class  testing,  all  3  team  members  would 
have  to  be  Extras.  Test  questions  would 
be  drawn  from  a  "pool"  of  input  from  the 
Amateur  community,  and  appearing  on 
approved  lasts  issued  by  the  ECC. 

All  telegraphy  examinations  for  any  class 
above  Novice  would  be  administered  by  the 
holder  of  an  Extra  Class  only.  One  or 
more  "National  Umbrella  Entities"  would 
be  established  to  oversee  the  efforts  of 
all  volunteer  examiners. 

Any  Amateur  holding  a  significant  inter¬ 
est  in,  or  employed  by,  a  manufacturer 
or  distributor  of  Amateur  equipment,  or 
a  publisher  or  distributor  of  material 
used  in  preparation  for  obtaining  Ama¬ 
teur  licenses  would  be  barred  from  being 
an  examiner. 

No  Amateur  could  be  part  of  a  team  test¬ 
ing  a  relative,  and  the  minimum  age  for 
all  members  of  the  examination  team 
would  be  18.  All  candidates  would  be  re¬ 
quired  to  present  a  fully  and  correctly 
completed  application  Form  610  to  the 
Examination  Team*

ets  is  April  29,  1983. 

All  Aboard  the  Midnight  Special:  From 
Rich,  K9GDF... 

What  two-hour  mini -contest  has  exciting 
variety,  unusual  starting  times  and  hon¬ 
est  signal  reports?  The  ARKL  Midnight 
Special  is  held  about  four  times  per  year 
The  QST  column  "Contest  Corral"  gives  the 
starting  time,  suggested  frequencies  & 
exchange  requirements . 

The  latest  two-hour  Ham  radio  contest 
special  was  held  on  January  30,  1983*  It 
began  at  10  p.m.  on  UO  cw  and  then  moved 
to  80  cw  for  the  second  hour.  Exchanges 
were  an  honest  RST,  as  specified  in  the 
contest  rules,  and  a  three  letter  county. 

Each  Special  has  a  new  twist  to  idle  ex¬ 
change.  The  August  1982  Special,  for  ex¬ 
ample,  included  an  exchange  of  antenna 
types.  N5<TJ  cw  mobile  used  a  "bug  catch¬ 
er",  while  others  used  "dip",  "inv  vee", 
"vert",  "sloper",  "delta  loop'V'zepp", 
"quad"  and  "bearn^1  and  that  just  80  meters 
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On  the  other  hand,  the  April  1982  Horning 
Special,  the  sequel  to  the  Midnight 
Special,  was  more  leisurely.  The  first 
hour  was  on  i*0  cw,  next  the  entire  contest 
stopped  for  a  one-hour  breakfast  recess 
and  then  resumed  at  full  speed  to  com¬ 
plete  the  second  hour  on  10  ssb.  The  ex¬ 
change  this  time  was  telephone  area  code 
followed  by  transmitter  model. 

Rigs  were  mostly  TS520,  TS820  and  Omni. 
Some  equipment  abbreviations  were  con¬ 
fusing  to  understand,  such  as  CLINE, 

SLINE  and  HB3TUBE.  Most  of  the  Specials  do 
not  permit  using  amplifiers,  which  probab¬ 
ly  the  fellow  with  the  HB3TUBE. 

The  January  198?  two-hour  Midnight  Spe¬ 
cial  divided,  time  equally  between  20  and 
q.0  meters.  Besides  the  honest  signal  re¬ 
port,  the  exchange  also  required  the  sec¬ 
tion  in  which  the  operator  was  first 
licensed.  This  put  stations  like  Wi*YE  in 
LAX,  K1AR  in  NLI,  N6R0  from  ENY  and  N6TR 
as  VE8. 

Each  Special  seems  to  be  on  a  different 
set  of  bands,  somewhere  from  10  to  160 
meters  and  might  be  cw,  ssb  or  some  of 
each.  The  score  is  simply  equal  to  the 
total  number  of  QSOs  with  no  multiplier. 
Some  top  operators  score  nearly  200  points 
for  the  two-hour  event. 

If  you’re  bored  with  old  fashioned  con¬ 
tests  you  might  get  aboard  one  of  the  Mid¬ 
night  Specials,  providing  you  don’t  mind 
excitement,  variety  and  late  hours.  But 
after  all,  that’ s  what  makes  them  so 
Special. 

It’s  important  to  check  the  rules  as  each 
is  different.  You  make  your  own  log  but 
no  dupe  sheet  is  required.  The  score  is 
the  number  of  contacts.  Mail  entries 
promptly  to  ARRL  KQ  and  include  an  SASE 
for  results.  Top  scores  are  listed  in 
QST.

A  Line  from  Fred  Linn,  W9NZF,  Cedarburg: 

I  noticed  your  reference  to  the  old  time 
W9YT,  W9YH,  W9YB,  W6YX  group  of  so  long 
ago... this  recalled  long-forgotten  mem¬ 
ories  of  the  U.  of  Ill.,  when  Prof. 

Brown  and  a  group  of  eager  Hams  built 
up  a  Ham  radio  station  called  W9YH,  at 
the  Electrical  Engineering  Lab.  The  rig 
was  a  rock  crusher,  ending  up  in  a  DV 
20lj.-A  in  the  final. 

The  plate  voltage  came  from  a  2000  V. 
motor  generator  in  the  basement.  The  ex¬ 
citer  was  a  variety  of  devices  including 
a  210  and  a  203A,  eventually  a  crystal 
controlled  osc.,  and  a  U6  buffer.  The 
receiver  was  a  Hammarlund  Comet  Pro,  and 
a  TRF  standby,  2h,  2U,  27,  U5  lineup, 
using  a  80  meter  zopp,-  with  spaced 
feeders.

I  went  to  the  U.  of  Ill.  during  the  per¬ 
iod  1933-1938,  and  during  this  period, 
operated  W9AJG,  W9IML,  and  W9Z0L,  at  the 
Armory  under  the  auspices  of  the  Signal 
Corps.  ROIC,  whilst  maintaining  W9NZF 
at  the  fraternity  house  across  the 
street  from  the  Armory.  At  the  time,  we 
had  a  fraternal  organization  called 
SYNTON  which  coordinated  all  of  the 
Amateur  operation  on  the  campus.  The 
unit  still  exists  in  Champaign,  and  as 
far  as  I  know,  still  operates  W9YH.

A  violation  in  one  radio  service  can  re¬ 
sult  in  the  loss  of  another  radio  ser¬ 
vice  license.  That's  what  Jerry  J.  Wells, 
ex-K0MG3$  Walter  Norman  Russell,  ex- 
WA6WFN  and  Bernard  J.  Winner,  ex-WD8CMB 
found  out  on  February  9  • 

All  three  Amateurs  also  held  CB  licenses. 
Wells  and  Winner  were  cited  for  viola¬ 
tions  of  Amateur  regulations  and  Russell 
violated  CB  regulations. 

In  all  three  cases.  Administrative  Law 
Judges  and  the  ECC  Review  Board  had  pre¬ 
viously  said  that  the  Commission  lacked 
the  authority  to  revoke  a  license  in  one 
radio  service  for  a  violation  which 
occurred  in  another.  The  Private  Radio 
Bureau  requested  that  the  Commission 
review  the  cases,  and  the  Commission 
agreed  with  the  Bureau*  s  reasoning. 

The  Commission  and  the  Private  Radio 
Bureau  believe  that  willful  violations  of 
the  FCC  rules  in  one  service  would  ul¬ 
timately  lead  to  violations  in  another 
service.
